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AHS leader chosen 
ahead of Sapelli’s 
current assistant

Agawam High School Prin- 
cipal Steve Lemanski will have 
a new title come July 1: super- 
intendent. He edged out Allison 
LeClair, the district's assistant su- 
perintendent, in the School Com- 
mittee’s search for a successor to 
retiring School Superintendent 


William Sapelli. 

The vote at a special School 
Committee meeting last Thursday 
night was unanimous. Committee 
members said they based their 
decision primarily on respons- 
es Lemanski and LeClair gave 
during their interviews, as well as 
input from school staff, students 
and the public. The committee 
also relied on reviews of referenc- 
es, qualifications and experience. 

The two finalists, who have 
been vying to replace Sapel- 
li when he retires June 30, were 
evaluated and ranked using nu- 
merical points, and they were ex- 


tremely close. The difference was 
a point or two in most areas. The 
overall point total gave Lemanski 
438 points and LeClair 388 points. 

Following the vote, a call was 
placed to notify both finalists; the 
hiring will be officially announced 
at the board’s May 9 meeting. Le- 
manski, who will start his new job 
July 1, pending contract negotia- 
tions, said he was “ecstatic” about 
the decision. 

“When the 7-0 vote was shared, 
I was truly pleased, added the 
South Hadley resident, who has 
served as principal at AHS since 
2007. “Throughout the process, 
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The final pieces are waiting to be installed at the new Wade Park playground on Franklin Street in Feeding Hills. According to Parks and Recreation Director 


Lemanski promoted from principal to supt. 


I wanted the School Committee 
to see me as who I am as a leader. 
For all of them to choose me, their 
confidence in me helps my confi- 
dence in moving forward togeth- 
er with them,’ 

Committee members said it 
was an agonizing decision. 

“Both are highly qualified, 
both in different ways, said Diane 
Juzba. “Both would bring some- 
thing great to this school system.’ 

Carmino Mineo called it the 
most difficult decision he’s ever 
made — both on the committee 


and as an adult.

Mayor, councilor collide on how to handle blight

Whatever they choose to call 
it, Mayor Richard Cohen and City 
Council President James Cichet- 
ti seem to agree that Agawam 
needs a fresh effort to spur busi- 
ness development in town 

They are arguing about every- 
thing else, though. 

In a Town Hall memorandum 
and a guest column printed in 
last week's Agawam Advertiser 
News, Cichetti blasted the may- 
or for failing to address blight 
in town, and suggested that the 
town establish a redevelopment 
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authority to take over empty 
buildings. 

This week, Cohen character- 
ized Cichettis rhetoric as elec- 
tion-year grandstanding. Cichet- 
ti is widely expected to run for 
mayor this year. Cohen also said 
a redevelopment authority is un- 
realistic. 

In a memo dated April 26, the 
mayor called setting up a rede- 
velopment authority “a lengthy 
process where certain blighted 
conditions must exist to estab- 
lish such an authority. He said 
those conditions do not exist in 
Agawam, and the state would 
probably not approve a redevel-

opment authority in town. 

Though Agawam does have 
several blighted properties, Co- 
hen said, a redevelopment au- 
thority would be appropriate 
if the town had a large, entirely 
decaying neighborhood. Instead, 
the town has scattered vacant 
buildings and storefronts, and 
the neighborhood most often cit- 
ed as a redevelopment target — 
the Walnut Street Extension and 
Food Mart area — is home to sev- 
eral small shops and restaurants, 
even though it may be overshad- 
owed by the vacant Games and 
Lanes parcel. 

Cichetti had derided the may- 


ors Walnut Street Extension 
streetscape proposal as a mere 
cosmetic fix and as a “build it and 
they will come” project with no 
guarantee of improving business. 

“To say that is decadent and 
its decaying, its atrocious to 
make that statement by the 
council president, Cohen said. 
“It’s a vital area. ‘Build it and they 
will come’ — they already are 
coming to that area. Those busi- 
nesses are viable’ 

Furthermore, Cohen said, a 
redevelopment authority — like 
any developer — couldnt do any-

Solar 
zoning 
in legal 
review

City Councilors will wait an- 
other two weeks to digest the ad- 
vice of their attorneys before vot- 
ing on a solar zoning ordinance 
for Agawam. 

The council voted on May 1 to 
continue its public hearing on the 
proposed ordinance to its next 
meeting, May 15, after receiving le- 
gal advice just minutes before the 
meeting. The council had asked, 
several weeks ago, for a report on 
what zoning restrictions would be 
considered reasonable and what 
other towns zoning codes say 
about large, ground-mounted so- 
lar arrays. 

Councilors seemed to agree on 
the need for a law to clarify where 
solar can be sited. The town’s zon- 
ing code is currently silent on the 
matter. 

“Zoning laws arent meant to 
be confusing, said City Council- 
or Robert Rossi. “They need to 
be predictable. Arbitrary leads to 
abuse.’ 

The original text of the pro- 
posed ordinance would restrict 
large solar arrays to industrial 
zones only, and provide for 40-foot 
setbacks to the property line. The 
Planning Board recommended al- 
lowing solar farms in agricultural 
zones, but requiring a special per- 
mit and a 75-foot setback. 

The towns Law Department 
did not respond to a request for 
a copy of the memorandum dis- 
cussed Monday in time for the 
Agawam Advertiser News dead- 
line. 
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School board approves $43.6M budget, a 3% increase for ‘18

The School Committee approved the 
final 2017-18 school budget following an 
April 25 public hearing at which no resi- 
dents spoke about the budget, either favor- 
ably or unfavorably. 

Six committee members voted in favor 
of the budget while Mayor Richard Cohen, 
who serves as chairman, voted “present. 
The vote approved a $43.6 million budget 
that is identical to the preliminary budget 
School Superintendent William Sapelli pre- 
sented to the committee two weeks earlier. 

Sapelli is retiring on June 30, the day be- 
fore the new budget becomes effective, if 
approved by the City Council, meaning his 
sixth and final budget as superintendent 
will be implemented by soon-to-be super- 


Whatever the weather, 


intendent Steve Lemanski, who will start 
his new job July 1. Lemanski is currently 
the high school principal. 

The fiscal 2018 budget maintains all 
existing programs and services from the 
fiscal 2017 budget. There are no staff reduc- 
tions, no cuts to programs, no increase in 
existing fees and no new or additional fees. 

This budget includes about $1.4 million 
in additional “fixed costs,’ such as contrac- 
tual salary increases, building-based bud- 
get increases, increases in athletic supply 
costs, and increases to both out-of-district 
non-special education tuition and special 
education tuition. 

The actual year-to-year increase in the 
budget, offset by cuts, will be just under $1.3 
million. That is a 3.06 percent increase from 
the current year's $42.3 million budget. 

During a brief budget presentation at 


the start of the hearing, Sapelli said the 
district continues to respond to “the chal- 
lenges of educating” Agawams children. He 
said one of the biggest challenges is meet- 
ing unfunded state and federal mandates 
while still remaining fiscally responsible. 

“We've confronted these challenges and 
have developed creative, innovative solu- 
tions, which we believe will sustain our ef- 
forts to provide the children of this district 
with a quality education,’ said Sapelli. 

Sapelli noted several highlights in the 
new budget: 

e Continues the search for alternate 
funding sources to reduce district-wide ex- 
penses; 

e Enhances existing school and safety 
security by updating safety plans, upgrad- 
ing and increasing security cameras, in- 
stalling keyless entry system at all schools, 





Artists’ meeting to feature gourd specialist

Instead of being a flat canvas, the 
gourd is three-dimensional and 
can be carved, wood-burned and 
cut into a unique piece of art. At 
her demonstration, “From Field to 
Fine Art, Rossi will talk about the 
art, history and culture of gourds 


as well as how the gourd contrib- 
uted to mankind over the centuries 
and became the oldest cultivated 
plant on earth. She will bring var- 
ious types of gourds to show the 
diversity of this ancient vessel. 
Also discussed will be the process 
the gourd undergoes as it is trans- 
formed from a newly picked plant 
into a piece of fine art. 

Rossi will also demonstrate var- 
ious painting and wood-burning 
techniques, such as how to apply 
alcohol inks, ink dyes, pebo paint, 
embossing, and gold foil to the sur- 
face of the gourd. She teaches at 
her home studio in Agawam, at the 
Farmington Valley  —= 
Art Center in Avon, 
Conn., and at other 
area art centers.

Super choice, 
Mr. Lemanski 


F rom the start of the “internal-external” superin- 








tendent search, it was clear that Steve Lemans- 
ki had at least a share of the inside track — and 
there's nothing wrong with that. 

Lemanski, after all, had very publicly looked at 
superintendent posts in other communities before 
making the decision to remain as principal at Aga- 
wam High School. It was no surprise when he applied 
to succeed his current boss, William Sapelli, who will 
retire at the end of June. 

It was also not much of a surprise when Allison 
LeClair, the well-respected current assistant superin- 
tendent, also applied for the job. In fact, perhaps the 
only surprise was that with two qualified in-house 
candidates, the School Committee went through the 
trouble of posting the position externally at all. 

In aschool system where most folks seem satisfied 
with the way things are going, theres a lot to be said 
for hiring from within. For Lemanski, who has spent 
more than a decade building personal relationships at 
AHS and with his new colleagues in the central office, 
Agawam isn't just another career stop where he can 
serve three or five years while checking off boxes on 
his resume to market himself for a “big prize’ job at a 
higher-paying urban or wealthy district. 

It also guarantees that the new superintendent 
can hit the ground running, without having to spend 
time learning the names and quirks of all the School 
Committee members, school administrators and oth- 
er movers-and-shakers around town. And in broad 
strokes, he knows the entire school district and the 
entire town itself, which means hes less likely than an 
outsider to be taken by surprise on his first year on the 
job — less likely to misjudge the tenor of a debate, less 
likely to go out on a limb for a policy or spending plan 
that flops with parents and taxpayers, less likely to 
unknowingly offend a key constituency or tradition in 
town. Having worked under the current administra- 
tion, Lemanski will know exactly what his colleagues 
have come to expect from a leader, and will enter the 
office with well-developed opinions on how he can 
improve. 

There's also something to be said for breaking with 
the past practice of promoting the assistant superin- 
tendent to the top job. There's no reason to believe 
LeClair would have done a bad job, but giving the po- 
sition to a person with such recent building adminis- 
tration experience will bring a slightly different per- 
spective to the office. Parents, teachers and students, 
particularly at the high school level, can be confident 
that the new superintendent understands the specific 
challenges in the classroom in the late 2010s. 

So one by one, all the external candidates were 
eliminated until just the two internal finalists re- 
mained. In choosing a known quantity, the School 
Committee can expect a seamless transition to the 
new administration, and the town’s parents and tax- 
payers can expect a steady, confident, knowledgeable 
hand guiding the towns largest department.

Since the wrestlers in the picture 
dont have shirts on, it is easy to 
tell which ones were the most muscular. 
Pop looks the most rugged on the team. 
Pops dad, Homer, was a plumber. Maybe 
Pop got his muscles from working with his 
father. 

The ‘51 Sachem tells how 
the wrestling team, coached 
by Springfield College grads 
Larry Mulvaney and Harm 
Smith, swamped the Wil- 
braham Academy team 
twice and narrowly lost 
to the Springfield College 
freshman team, but goes on 
to say, “A serious injury to 
one of the squad members 
caused the cancellation of 
the remaining bouts...

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Council vote on CPA is about democracy 


At the request of many of our town tax- 
payers, I, along with councilors Paul Caval- 
lo, Cecilia Calabrese, Richard Theroux and 
Anthony Suffriti, am sponsoring a resolu- 
tion to revoke acceptance of M.G.L. Chap- 
ter 44B, sections 3 through 7 inclusive, the 
Community Preservation Act. We are not 
opposing the CPA. This is the only legal way 
to honor the people's request to put CPA in 
the ballot in this November's election. 

A “yes” vote to this resolution by the City 
Councilors will allow the voters to exercise 
their right and vote to revoke or continue 
the CPA 1 percent surcharge. A “no” vote 
by the City Councilors will deny the voters 
their right to vote supporting or opposing 
the 1 percent surcharge, which on average 
is about $35 per year. 

Any time after the expiration of five 
years since it has been accepted, the peo- 
ple have their right to revoke the CPA in the 
same manner as it was adopted. We have 
had this surcharge for 15 years. About five 
years ago, the majority of the council vot- 
ed against the peoples wishes to put this 
on the ballot. I hope this time the council 
votes “yes” to this resolution to allow the 
people to vote. That’s democracy! 

In June 2011, the Agawam City Council 


received a petition with about 2,500 of our 
town’s registered voters to put CPA on a 
ballot to be voted on. Unfortunately, due to 
a technicality, the petition was ruled by the 
city solicitor to be invalid and was denied. 

Agawam taxpayers are paying the 1 
percent surcharge each year, and the state 
reimbursement is about 20 cents (instead 
of matching dollar-to-dollar, as was done 
when it was first adopted). Today we have 
$2,234,244.99 reserve accounts to be used 
for future projects. By October, the CPA ac- 
count will rise to $2,764,244.99. Ifthe voters 
of Agawam vote to repeal the surcharge, 
the CPA Committee would remain in place 
to oversee the remaining fund balance. 

This resolution does not reflect our 
views for or against the CPA. We accom- 
plish so many great things for Agawam and 
I was a strong supporter from day one, and 
still support the CPA. This time, as an elect- 
ed official, I have the responsibility and it 
is my duty to listen to people's voices, and 
respect and honor their requests to put 
the CPA on the ballot for a vote. This is the 
democratic way.

thing without money. West Springfield was 
able to secure a federal grant, but Agawam, 
“a very fiscally strong community, likely 
wouldnt, Cohen said. 

“Whos going to fund the redevelopment 
authority?” Cohen asked. “Is the town go- 
ing to fund it with taxpayer dollars? Are we 
eligible for a brownfield grant? No. Cities 
are getting less and less brownfield grants 
and private developers are getting more. 

He noted that the City Council last 
month rejected his plan to spend $5.61 mil- 
lion on streetscape improvements on Wal- 
nut Street Extension. 

“Now it’s going to have to be a lot more 
difficult” to revitalize that commercial strip, 
Cohen said. “They have done nothing but 
criticize, and I've done nothing but help.’ 

Another problem Cohen identified with 
a redevelopment authority is that when 
the city takes over a property, it becomes 
responsible for the contamination on that 
property. Cohen said he has avoided plac- 
ing Agawam in that position despite the 
temptation to take action on Games and 
Lanes, which has lain vacant for almost 
two decades. 

He believes “100 percent” he will be 
vindicated soon by developer David Peter, 
who bought the 2.3-acre lot in April 2016, 
continued the cleanup process that had 
stalled under the previous ownership, and 
has said he expects to redevelop it this year.

. Destructive to both 
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property taxes on Games and Lanes, said 
Cohen, but the taxpayers have only had 
to spend about $11,000 on testing. A fur- 
ther $50,000, spent on a study, was actually 
funded by a grant. With a private developer 
paying for the cleanup, “there's no risk to 
the town, Cohen said. 

This week, Cichetti said the redevelop- 
ment authority was just “one way” the town 
could approach blighted properties. 

“If Boston says we dont need it, we don't 
need it; he said. 

Cichetti had also proposed a capital as- 
set planning committee as an alternative 
to a redevelopment authority. Cohen said 
he is forming a Business Modernization 
Committee “to address improvements, 
enhancements and the modernization of 
business’ in the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge 
area — including Walnut Street Extension 
and Ramah Circle, Walnut Street up to Ma- 
ple Street, Main Street up to Federal Street 
and Springfield Street as far as O'Brien's 
Corner. 

Cichetti, in an opinion column printed 
April 27 in the Agawam Advertiser News, 
had criticized the mayor for not respond- 
ing to his proposal within a week. Cohen 
said he received Cichettis memo on April 
19, and it took seven days for “due dili- 
gence, consulting with town department 
heads, attorneys and officials from other 
cities about the legal requirements for a re- 
development authority.

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Associate Solicitor Stephen Buoni- 
conti noted that Agawamss existing solar 
farms are in industrial zones — the former 
Mushy’s property off Main Street and a for- 
mer woodland along the Route 57 express- 
way at Shoemaker Lane. A third project 
has been authorized, but not yet built, on 
a landfill at Bondi's Island. The Planning 
Board last month approved two more solar 
farms, both on land owned by Eversource, 
off South Westfield Street and South West 
Street in Feeding Hills. The last of these 
projects is the largest, with 20 acres of pan- 
els on what is now agricultural land, and 
has been fiercely opposed by residents of 
Kosak Court, which directly abuts it. 

Though there arent any other solar 
projects in the planning pipeline, Buoni- 
conti said given the amount of farmland 
and open land still available in town, it’s 
only a matter of time. 

“It’s not just Eversource, he said. “There 
are multiple projects that are looking at 
Agawam. ‘They are watching very closely 
what is happening in the town of Agawam.’ 

Benjamin Coyle from Bacon Wilson 
PC of Springfield, who has advised several 
towns on their solar zoning laws, said the 
town may have to open more zones to solar 
projects. He said there isnt much vacant 
land left in Agawam industrial zones, and 
the town could be accused of trying to ex- 
clude solar developments altogether if it 
restricts large-scale arrays to a zone where 
there is no room for them. 

On the other hand, Councilor Paul Ca- 
vallo warned against allowing solar on too 
many parcels in town, turning Agawam 
into “solar farm city. He said other cities 
and towns should “put up their fair share.’ 

Councilor Gina Letellier said the size 


and occupancy rate of the zone shouldnt 
matter. 

“I dont think that’s our job, she said. 
“Our job is to say, ‘Here's the zone. I don't 
think it’s our job to rule the market and give 
them space.’ 

During the public hearing, Agawam res- 
ident Rich Joseph asked the council not to 
hamstring solar power, which has the po- 
tential to reduce our dependence on fossil 
fuels and combat man-made global warm- 
ing. He shared his own version of the Earth 
Day motto: “Think globally, act locally and 
zone accordingly. 

Several residents of Kosak Court and 
Tobacco Farm Road spoke at the hearing, 
directing their comments at the Ever- 
source project, which they are fighting in 
court. They said they were in favor of the 
proposed zoning ordinance, as a means 
of clarifying the law. The neighbors’ law- 
suit contends that solar farms are already 
banned from agricultural zones, because 
they are power generation facilities, an in- 
dustrial use, and that the Planning Board 
acted illegally in granting its approval to 
Eversource. 

Representatives from Eversource also 
spoke, asking that the council retain the 
40-foot setback and that it allow a variety 
of plants, not just evergreens, as visual 
screens between solar farms and residen- 
tial areas. 

Coyle added that Agawam should make 
sure its zoning ordinance includes a de- 
mand for sufficient surety bonds to cover 
the dismantling of all solar facilities when 
they reach obsolescence, and to handle the 
maintenance of screening vegetation if the 
landowner begins to neglect it.

“Were very fortunate to have two highly 
qualified candidates, he said. “Either one 
would be a successful school superinten- 
dent. It came down to who I think would 
be the better leader and public face of Aga- 
wams education system.’ 

“This isnt personal. Both are great lead- 
ers, said Shelley Borgatti-Reed. She said 
her decision involved going beyond just the 
televised interviews and included talking 
with many different people to avoid over- 
looking anything about either finalist. 

Anthony Bonavita called both “very 
good managers, but said Lemanski is an 
“inspirational” leader who “told us what he 
thought, not what he thought we wanted 
to hear with a multitude of data’ He said 
Lemanski gave short, concise, and to-the- 
point-answers, while LeClair provided lots 
of data. 


Not ‘another Mr. Sapelli’ 

Bonavita added that he felt LeClair, who 
has been assistant superintendent along- 
side Sapelli since 2012, made too many ref- 
erences to following in Sapellis footsteps. 
“Tm not looking for another Mr. Sapelli; he 
said. “Weve had a Mr. Sapelli. 'm looking 
for our next leader. 

While the next leader may have some of 
Sapellis qualities, “just saying you work in 
the footsteps of Mr. Sapelli, frankly, is not 
enough for me, said Bonavita. 

The chairman of the committee's bud- 
get and finance subcommittee also said 
Lemanski gave a “well-presented” answer 
to a hypothetical “doomsday” budget cri- 
sis question. The question concerned a 
scenario in which he would work with 
city councilors and committee members 
to preserve as many programs and staff as 
possible despite severe budget cuts. 

Committee members remarked how 
well-qualified LeClair was on paper be- 
cause of her doctorate degree, knowledge 
of the district's overall budget, and experi- 
ence in the central office. 

But concerns were expressed about 
LeClairs communication skills and her 
leadership abilities not being as strong as 
Lemanskis. “Mr. Lemanski has the leader- 
ship qualities now that Dr. LeClair is going 
to need to develop, said Brian Burbank. 

Although Lemanski doesnt have Le- 
Clair's academic title or her experience 
as assistant superintendent, committee 
members said his other skills will make 
him a better superintendent. They consis- 
tently cited hands-on leadership qualities, 
strong communication skills, high visibility 
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in the community, and an ability to work 
with, and advocate for, teachers and stu- 
dents. 

Lemanski also got high marks for re- 
lentlessly pursuing excellence at AHS, de- 
creasing the dropout rate and increasing 
the graduation rate. 

“Mr. Lemanskis leadership is about 
building community and trust. He doesnt 
lead from an ivory tower, said Wendy Rua. 
She said he “sees the bigger picture’ and 
“will roll up his sleeves and navigate out- 
side the box” to help students. Rua added 
that Lemanski may not have all the job 
skills, “but job skills can be learned. People 
skills can't’ 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who chairs the 
School Committee, called the process to 
select a new superintendent an “arduous 
task” taken very seriously by the commit- 
tee. He said it was clear from start to finish 
that the two internal candidates had very 
opposite styles of leadership — one leading 
from the top down, and the other from the 
bottom up. 

“It comes down to who is going to move 
the district forward, said Cohen. “Steve's 
leadership skills will keep us moving for- 
ward.’ 

This is the second time in a little over a 
year that Lemanski has been offered a su- 
perintendent of schools job. In December 
2015, the AHS principal was chosen by the 
School Committee in Granby, Mass., for 
that school district’s top job. He ended up 
not taking the job after contract negotia- 
tions broke down. He said at the time that 
his career goal was to become a superin- 
tendent, but he was only applying in select 
districts where he thought he would have 
a good fit. He had also applied for the su- 
perintendent job in South Hadley, where he 
lives, in 2012. 

Though LeClair and Lemanski were the 
only two finalists remaining after prelimi- 
nary interviews in Agawam on March 21, 
the superintendent search began with a 
call for external as well as internal appli- 
cants. Initially, three other candidates were 
considered, all non-residents and non-em- 
ployees of Agawam. One, the current su- 
perintendent in Hudson, Mass., failed to 
gain enough committee votes for the first 
round of interviews; one, a former elemen- 
tary school principal, was dropped after a 
discrepancy was found in his resume; and 
the third, a current high school principal, 
was interviewed in March alongside Le- 
Clair and Lemanski but not selected as a 
finalist.
